Mr. Tupin lost his legs and 
arm ten years ago. The am puta­ 
tions became necessary when he 
developed a bone disease after 
a notorcycle wreck. 
He'd been a grocer, had oper­ 
ated a restaurant. 
After he lost his legs he went 
to Alabama to school to learn 
watchmaking.

Soon after coming back to Co­ 
manche it became necessary to 
am putate the arm 
He 
was operating a Jewelry 
store and watch repair shop at 
the ilmc. In 1938. he decided he 
could oo a better job by teach­

He offered his facilities to the 
State 
Dept, of Vocational Re­ 
habilitation and started working 
with five students, some who were 
in wheel chairs.

He carried on on a small scale 
until the end of the war. He 
decided then he’d try to help the 
veterans. 
His school was approved by the 
Veterans Administration and lie's 
had around 25 pupils enrolled for > 
mor, than a year. 
T figured the boys had done 
plenty iur us. thought I ought 
to try to do something for them, 
he said. 
He has turned out 60 students 
since iiis school started operat­ 
ing, eoula now handle about 50 
at a lime. 
He's proud of one student he 
u u m d out. This was B. E. W at­ 
son lisad of vocational training 
in the V. A. regional Office at 
Dallas. 
Teacher Says Okay 
Mr. W atson haii been interest­ 
ed in watchmaking for years. He 
took a vacation, spent it with 
Mr. Tupin and can now

pretty good job. his teacher says. 
Ernest Tup in’s students are in 
demand. They're snapped up as 
soon as he turns them out and 
many plan to go in business tor 
themselves as soon as they can.
